All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

Applicant disagreed with the examiner's statement, in the advisory action mailed on Jauary 9, 2007, that looking for 
available bandwidth in Lin is irrelevant The examiner clarified by stating that what was meant was that the reason for 
performing speculative spills/fills in Lin is not available bandwidth but instead to avoid mandatory spills/fills. Available 
bandwidth is merely the means to this end. Applicant asked if making an amendment to the claim to include 
performing a trap always (regardless of bandwidth) would overcome Lin. From the examiner's recollection of Lin, the 
examiner believed that applicant was headed in the right direction, as far as overcome Lin is concerned, but that 
original support must exist for any amendment. 
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
